On the northwestern outekirts of Lon- 
don, in a fine old country mansion, 
surrounded by extensive grounds, lives 
and labors one of ths wealthiest and 
most fashionable of veterinary surgeons, 
who numbers among his customers va- 
rious members of theroya) family, many | 
persons of title and distinguished lead- | 
ers of society— in fact, hie prices are so 
handsome that ordinary middle class . 
mórtale cannot afford to avail them- 
selves of his services. ` 

He is a dog specialist, leaving all the 


Harri- | remainder of the animal kingdom in the 


hands of other practitioners, and the 
fact that he has made a very comfort- 
able fortune justifies him in his exclu- 
sivenes& And not only will he tend the 
canine species when they are ailing, but 


-he is prepared to bury them when they 


die and to bury them, moreover, with 
the most gratifying pageantry and 
decorum. 

The cemetery reserved for this pur- 
pose is in a corner of a field on his 
estate; but, being inclosed by a wall and 
planted about with trees, nothing of 
the interior is visible either from his 
own windows or from any. point of the 
surrounding country, so tbat few, if 
any, of the neighbors are aware that 
euch a place of sepulcher exists in the 
midst of them. 

"Some of the dawgs buried here,”’ 
said an attendant, showing the favored 
inquirer round, ''died while we had 
‘em under treatment in horspital, as you 
may say, but many of 'em died in their 
own homes and was brought as much as 
six and seven miles to their funeral. '' 

The headstones and monuments in 
this singular cemetery are as large and 
often as costly as any placed above ihe 
average human body, and the epitaphe 
on them are not infrequently quite as 
eulogistic. 

*"This one here,'' observed the attend- 
ant, pointing out a particularly neat 
and well kept grave with a red marble 
obelisk at the head of it, ‘‘is where two 
pug dawgs were buried. They belonged 
to an old lady who brought ’ew over 
with her from Paris. She had ‘em for 
several years and we were always be- 
ing called in to doctor 'em, thougb they 
were always suffering from nothing but 
overfeeding. At‘ last one day they 
were both taken ii] together—they'd 
eaten something a4 wasn't good for 'em 
—and they died. She was dreadful cut 
up about it—she couldn't bave been 
more so if they'd been children—and 
she had ’cm: buried here in two as neat 
little airtighf coffins as ever you see. 
She comes every now and then on a vis- 
it, and the pays our gardener 25 shil- 
lings a year extra specially to water the 
flowers she planted on the grave and 
keep it all tidy. 

"Now, bere we have what you may 
call a family vault, which belongs to a 
nobleman, as you see for yourself on 
the tablet over the doorway. It's deep 
and lined with bricks, and you go down 
into it by a flight of stepe. There's six 
dawgs down on the sbelves already in 
lead lined coffins. If you look throogh 
the grating in the door, you'll see the 
names and ages cn the stone that covers 
the opening. His lordship's uncommon 
fond of his dawgs, and whenever à fresh 
one dies it's brought up here apd the 
vault's opened for it We've another 
Yault like this, which we'll éóme to 
presently, only it belongs to a lady. 

"Oh, yes; I think I may Say every 
dawg is buried in a box of some sort 
and a fair proportion of ‘em in proper 
coffins, brass mounted and everything. 
You'd hardly believe how some of the 
owners will cry at the funeral It’s 
mostly ladies that bury their pets here, 
of course. Asa rule, they"ve got more | 
sentiment about this sort of thing than | 
men have. Nearly all of *em came reg- | 
ular for the first few weeks -with | 
wreaths and bunches of flowers, but the 
majority cf 'em begin to drop that after 
a month or two. Though there'sadawg 
buried yonder—see that flat stone with 
a railing round it?—the old lady has 
come on the anniversary of his death 
every year since I've been here, and that's 
nigh eight years now, and she seems 
us sorry about him stil] as if he'd been 
a Christian like me and you."' 

Another remarkable feattire of this 
cemetery is that, besides the names and 
ages of the dogs interred and in many 
instances flattering Fecotds of their vir- 
tues, some of the Medus E 
ed witb poetical quotations and, i - 
ible as it may sound, even with Biblical 
texts.

STOPPED IN TIME! 


At the time of which I am writing. I 
was living in seclágion in a small town 
about 85 miles north of London. I was 
engaged in rather a large literary un- 
derfaking—in fact, I was writing a 
novel So engrossed was I with my 
task that Ihad no time to read even 
the newspaper and was quite ignorant 
of what was going on in the world, It 
was a little after 8 o'clock one evening 
in April that I finished the second vol- 
ume of my work. Iput on my hat and 
coat and started off for an evening 
stroll I had no sooner stepped into the 
street than a boy accosted me with, a 
bundle of papers under his arm and the 
request, ''Buy an evening paper, sir?" 
I bought one, put it in my pocket and 
resumed my walk. 

After my return I opened my paper 
leisurely —nay, lazily. Presently my 
eye was caught with the following pat- 
agraph heading, 'Impending Execution 
of the Clinfold Murderer. '' 

There is a morbid fascination for 
most people in an execution, and so, 
yielding to this feeling, I proceeded to 
read the paragraph: 

“The murderer of the unfortunate 
James Renfrew will be hanged tomor- 
row morning gt 8 o'clock. The wretched 
man, whose name — Charles Fenthurst 
—is now in everybody's mouth, still 
persists in his plea of innocence. '' 

Here I became deeply interested. 'The 
name of Fenthurst was most familiar to 
me. I had formed a deep friendship 
with a man of that name. He wea 
good 15 years my senier and had died 
about two years previously. I knew he 
had a son named Charles, a young fel- 
low who had emigrated to Sonth Africa 
early in life amd who was generally 
supposed to be working a£ the diamond 
mines, Could this be the same man? I 
read ou. 

"It will be remembered that -at the 
trial the strongest circumstantial evi- 
dence was bronght to bear upon Fent- 
burst. The murder took place in a house 
on the outskirts of the small town of 
Clinfcld. It was proved that Fenthurst 
was in the habit cf frequenting Ren- 
frew's premises and that apparently he 
was expected there on the evening in 
question. He was seen near the place 
soon after the crime was. committed, 
and several other proofs of a strongly 
condemnatory character were. also laid 
against him. He has persisted from the 
first, howercr, in maintaining that he 
was absent from Olinfold at the very 
time the murder took place. This was 
about 7 o'clock in the evening. At that 
bour, he says, he- was returning from 
London, where he bad been. spending 
part of the day. Only. one witness, he 
says, could prove this, gnd that is an 
individna] who traveled with him aa 
far as P—— and entered into convéersa- 
tion with him. Advertisements have 
been inserted in all the papers by Fent- 
hurst's legal advisers for the of 
discovering the individual in question; 
but as no answer has been forthcoming 
it is generally believed that the whole 
story is a mytb. At any rate, there 
seems but-small chance of the alibi be- 
ing proved at the last moment. The 
murder was committed on Feb. 6. Since 
his condemnation the murderer has been 
confined in Silkminster jail, where the 
execution will take place. '' 

Astonisbment and dismay confronted 
me as 1 laid the paper down. I was the 
missing witness they had ao vainly 
sought. I distinctly remembered, early 
in February, rusning up to town rather 
late in the afternoon, spending just half 
an hour there, and returning by the first 
train I could catch.

ME. MILES’ ADDRESS. 


Hon. Joshua W. Miles, the Democra- 
tlo nominee for Congressman from the 
First Congressional District of Maryland, 
addressed the Democratic Club of Salis- 
bury, Thursday evening,at Ulmans opera 
house.Tbe house was filled to its full seat- 
ing capacity and many stood in the ball 
and doorways. On thestaze were presi- 
dent of the club, Mr. Geo. W. Bell, Com- 
missioner Morris, States Attorney Rider, 
Mr. Ellegood, Clerk of the court Truitt 
and Sidney Dougherty. 

Col. Levin L. Waters, of Princess Anne 
addressed the meeting first. 

Mr. Miles stated that he was not be- 
fore the people of the First Congression- 
al District at the dictates of his own jud- 
gement, bat in obedience to the call 
ofthe people ofthe district. He stat- 
ed thet he would speak impromptu 
that the people may know what man- 
nerof iman he was and how he felt. 
He bad not always favored bimetal- 
lism in the manner now proposed. He 
had always been a bimetallist, but 
differed as to method. 

Mr, Gaitber be understood had criti- 

ciwed his position, saying that he was 
a sound money man in June and a free 
coinage advocate in August. He had al- 
ways fought within the party lines. Mr. 
Gaither was a democratinone campaign 
and a republican in the next. Mr. Miles 
stated that he was as he always had 
been, a bimetallist. He fayored now as 
be had always done the money of the 
constitution, both gold and silver. The 
colonists for & hundred years had free 
coinage of the two metals; then followed 
the constitution which provided for 
both gold and silver in payment of 
debts. America adopted bimetallism 
in 1792, England demonitized silver in 
1816. Did America follow? No, bot 
continued it for more than fifty yesrs; 
and we heard nothing about America 
being able to maintain bimetallism 
without the aid of England. No one bad 
ever attempted to defend the act of 1873 
which demonitized silver. He,the speak- 
‘er, quoted from Mr. Carlisle's famous 
sprech denouncing the act as a great 
crime. 

Resuming he said: He had been in 
favor of international bimetallism for 
years but he sees no way of accomplish- 
ing it in that way; and now heconclades 
to join in the movement against the gold 
standard, with the greatest nation of the 
world which is rising up in its might and 
saying thos far shalt thou go and no 
farther. The whole question was one 
of method and he was willing to abide 
by the action of the national democrat- 
ic convention as to method of accom- 
plishing bimetallism. He bad told the 
people of his county early in the season 
that be would support any nominee 
whether for gold or silver. Democracy 
was s part of bis nature; it had been in- 
stilled into him from childhood, one 
of bis grandfathers had supported Jef- 
ferson’s administration another Jack- 
sons. He nad inherited a democracy 
that sprung not from dogma, but sym- 
pathy with tbe great masses of the peo- 
pie.

“Bat it is known, as far as anything so 
far in advance can be known, that the 
silver men, if defeated tbis year, will not 
stand in tbe way of tariff legislation. 
One of tbe most prominent silyer men in 
the republican pafiy, one of the five who 
refased to vote to take up the Dingley 
bill. and a man who had means of know- 
ing what would be done in case of re- 
publican success, has outlined briefly the 
position of the silyer men and the tariff 
issue, 

“He declared that it would be useless 
for the silver men, after the people bad 
voted on the question, to try and force 
silver upon a tariff bill, Supposing Mc- 
Kinley to be elected, it would mean that 
the people believed that higher tariff 
and not free coinage was what was need- 
ed. For the silver men in Congress to 
oppose tariff legislation under these cir- 
comstances would stil] give the protec- 
tectionists an opportunity to continue 
their fight on the same line and prevent 
a equere issue in silver alone. It will be 
the purpose of the silver men, who say 
that neither under a high tariffnora low 
tariff can good times be restored, to bave 
this fact demonstrated. The republicans 
will be told to go shead with their tariff 
bill and if they bave & majority in the 
Senate they can pass it. The silver men 
will want to demonstrate beforethe next 
national campaign, 1n case they are de- 
feated this year, that neither under a 
low tariff with the gold standard, nor 
under a high tariff with the gold stan- 
dard, can there be prosperity. 

“It is said that Chairman Jones, of the 
national committee, takes this view- of 
the case and believes that silver can best 
be advanced by allowing the republicans 
to pass their tariff bill. It is said that 
neither the democrats nor the populists 
will make any undoe effort to prevent 
tariff legislation if tbe republicans have 
a majority with which they can legisiste. 
Tbe silver republicans who bolted the 
St. Louis convention will take the view 
that jt will be necessary to prove what 
they baye said to bave some tariff legis- 
lation. More than this, they feel that 
with a deficit in the treasury receipts 
there will have to be some revenue leg- 
islation. 

“Tt is quite probable that in case a 
tariff bill is sent over by the House,some 
silver man will offer a free-coinage 
amendment. This will no doubt be adop- 
ted in a silver Senate, but in conference 
it will be struck ont, and the Senate will 
probably allow the bill to pass in the 
form of a straight tariff bill. The silver 
men say they would not be justified in 
standing in the way of tariff legislation 
wbich was needed to obtain revenue for 
the government, and the cause of silver 
would be injured instead of aided by any 
sucb course." 


Labor Vote in Baltimore. 


The Baltimore .Evening News bas 
been making an investigation of the 
labor vote with the following result: 

"Early in the present campaign the 
News took tbe trouble to poll about 500 
voters who work with tbeir bands with 
a view of showing the sentiment of the 
working masses upon the currency ques- 
tion. The result of tbat poll tended to 
show that working people would stick 
largely to party lines in the coming elec- 

tion. Men who had been Democrats 
were as a rule favorable to free silver, 
and men who had always been Repub- 
licans favored sound money and would 
vote the Republican ticket. There were 
some few exceptions on both sides. It 
was expected that a campaign of educa- 
tion would do much to cbange this state 
of affairs. Both pariies contended that 
many voters would be won over by dis- 
cussion of the issues of the campaign. 
This discussion has been going on for 
some time. If any radical change is to 
take place before November, there should 
be indications of it at this time. 

FEDERATION OF LABOR POLLED, 

With a view of ascertaining what effect 
upon tbe rank and file of voters tbe dis- 
cassion of the issues of the campaign has 
had up to date. The News last night took 
& poll of the delegates who attended the 
meeting ot the Federation of Labor. 
The delegates responded freeiy, and the 
result should be a pretty good indication 
of the way in which organiz d labor, at 
least, will stand in the coming election. 
It is rather remarkable that party lines 
are still very generally adhered to. The 
effect of discussion of the issues of the 
campsign with regard to changing the 
votes of the workingmen seems thus far 
to have been slight. 

POLL ANALYZED 


Of 62 voters who expressed them- 
selves freely there were 23 for McKinley, 
30 for Bryan, 2 for Palmer and Buckner, 
2 for the Socialist ticket and 4 undecided, 
while cne won't vote. 

Among tbe Bryan voters were six who 
are Republicans, tl. ree. who are Inde- 
pendents, one a Socialists and one who 
is a single taxer and voted the Prohibi- 
tion ticket last fall, Fuur Bryan voters 
have no fixed polijics.

The Election Law. 


To one who bes never read the new 
law regulating and goyerning the regis- 
tration and voting, will be surprised at 
the changes and improvemnets. The 
Australian ballot law was an }Ymprove- 
ment on the old method of voting. It 
regulated and systematized the principles 
of voting and placed around it many 
safeguards to its preservation. It was 
objected to by many on account of the 
forms and regulations and  compli- 
cated yoting. It was a law that brought 
tbe privilege of votimg up on a higher 
place, requiring the voter to exercise 
some thougbt in casting his ballot. 

This year we haye some more com- 
plications that require some thought 
and jadgment, lifting the privilege stil 
higher. Not only does it require mo: 
care and thought in voting but the ft- 
ness and qualifications of the officers of 
election are tested by some edacation- 
al atthinments. However insignificiant 
the examination required of jadges and 
clerks may be considered, there bave 
been many jadges and clerks whose 
practical ability to execute the doties 
and requirements at the time of their 
service could not be questioned, .yet 
could not have pa sed the examination 
given this year. The requirements are 
not bard or difficult yet they will ex- 
cte many past offic ors, and the signs of 
the times point to the fact that their ex- 
clusion is not only for a season, but per- 
manent; and not only so but many avail- 
able men today will be excluded in the 
requirements of the fature, unless they 
keep march with the educational pro- 
gress of the present educated and edu- 
cating age. It is the datv of every citi- 
zen to fit aud prepare himself for the 
work, private abd poblic, in bis sphere.

News of March 10, 1896, the Ledger 
wrote to the editor of the news, request- 
ing him to state in his editorial colamns, 
with indisputable clearness and direct- 
ness, the troth regarding thé reputed 
publication in bis journal of the said 
article, the following parts of which the 
Bryan organs continue to reproduce and 
declare to be genuine:

Iliton, Hughes & Co.'s Store Purchased 
and to be Opened by the Phila- 
delphia Firm. 

New York, Sept. 28.—Positive an- 
nouncement was made this afternoon 
that John Wanamaker, of Philadelpbís, 
had bought the business of the suspen- 
ded firm of Hilton, Hughes & Co. This 
announcement was made by Robert O. 
Ogden, the general manager of the Phila- 
delpbis establishment, and a member of 
Mr. Wanamaker’s firm. 

The gist of Mr. Ogden’s statement was

“The recent advance in the price of 
wheat is due to the rise in the gold val- 
ne of the paper dollar in Boenos Ayres, 
Wheat, onlike most other commodities, 
has been subject to a double fall in price 
in recent years, one fal] caused by the 
altered value of silver as measured 19 
gold, the other fall in value preceding 
from the still greater depreciation of the 
Argentine paper doilar as measared in 
gold. 

. SENT THE DOLLAR DOWN. 

From 1885 to 1890 wheat sold for about 
$1 a bushel, and bad reached tbe. limit 
of its fall sofaras silver could effect it. 
Then came the Baring collapse, which 
disorganised finances in the Argentine 
Republic and sent their paper dollar 
down to 25 cts in gold. If the Argentine 
paper dollar had only fallen to 50 cents 
gold, it would have been upon a par 
with the Indian rupee, as measured in 
gold and wheat would not have been af- 
fected. 

But the fall to 25 cents, gold; farther 
depreciated the price of wheat; which 
fell to 65c the bushel. This enabled the 
Argentine Republic to cat into the In- 
dian wheat trade at lower prices. 

CUT INTO INDIA'S EXPORTS, 

In 1892 India exported  58.000,000 
bushels of wheat,and the Argentine Re- 
public exported 18,000,000 bushels; in 
1894, owing to the depreciated Argentine 
paper dollar, the two countries bad re- 
versed tbeir portion,India exporting on- 
ly 14,000,000, while tbe Argentine Re- 
public exported 59,000 000. 

The gradual fail inthe premium on 
gold at Bueynos Ayres must raise the 
value of wheat and this rise will contin: 
ue until the premium on the paper dol- 
tas falis to 100, when it will stop. After 
that point is reached the value of wheat 
can rise no faríber, until there is a rise 
in the gold value of silver, 

Wheat and wool are the only com- 
modities of importance affected by the 
second fallin values, arising from the 
depreciation of the Argentine paper dol- 
lar.

By an act passed by the last legisla- 
ture an appropriation of three thousand 
dollars was placed at the disposal of the 
Board of Trustees of the Maryland Agri- 
cultural College who are empowered to 
carry into effect the provisions of the 
Act; which is to bold an institute in 
each county of the state, and more ifthe 
appropriation will justify so doing. 

The trostees have appointed ss the di- 
rector of the new department Mr. Wm. 
L. Amoss, a farmer of Harford Co., who 
is now engaged in organizing the work, 
preparing programs for each county, em- 
ploying lecturers and essayists,.securing 
balis,and making such local prepara- 
tions as will insure successful meetings 
to be beld during the winter months. 
In this work Mr. Amoss desires to con- 
form as near as it is possible to the 
wishes and needs of the farmers and 
hopes to have their assistance through 
local committees, one in each. county, 
composed.of two or more members from 
each election district, who will be asked 
to furnish him with a list of snbjects 
which they desire treated at th sir meet- 
ings, name à suitable place of meeting, 
give the names of practical agricoltariste 
who can assist in the work at home or in 
otber counties for expenses or reasonable 
«onpensalion,and give moch other in- 
formation relative to the needa of their 
respective districts from time to time as 
will enable the department. to do moat 
effectual work with tbe state appropría- 
tion made to 'azsist its agricultural in- 
terests.

One rabbinac authority quoted by Gould 
in his ‘Patriarchs and Prophets” says 
that Og saved himself by climbing upon 
the top of the ark, and that when Noah 
discovered and tried to dislodge him he 
swore to be a slave to Noah's family 
forever if allowed to remain.

Inorder 
to hold in check the rising tide of a 
supply of water which ran into the vat 
in a constant stream the criminal was 
furnished with a scoop with which to 
bale out the water as fast as it came in.

But 
imagine the moral torture, the exhaust- 
ing and even hidcously grotesque efforta, 
the incessant and pitiless toil by night

ter to be imposed by law, be forever dis 
qualified to hold any office of profit or trust, 
or to vote at any election thereafter.” 

The new election law Section 83, has 
an additional penalty as followa: “If at 
any election hereafter held in any city 
or county, any person shall by force, 
threat manace, intimidation, bribery or 
reward or offer or promise, threat or 
otherwise unlawfully, either directly orin 
directly influence orattempt to infloence 
any voter in giving his vote, or prevent 
or hinder or attempt to prevent or hin- 
der any qualified voter from freely ex- 
ercising the right ofeuffrage,or by any 
euch means induce or attempt to induce 
any such yoter to exercise any such 
right every (such person shall upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by impris- 
onment in jaii or in the penitentiary for 
not less than :ix montbs nor more than 
five years." 

By the statute, the penalty is put on 
the bribe giver only, and he is made 
the criminal, as it ought to be. 

If it is dishonest and immoral to pay a 
debt with a fifty three cent dollar it isa 
most disgraceful crime by the Constitu- 
tion and statute, seither directly or in- 
by reward or promise of reward, to at- 
tempt to induce a person to vote, or re- 
frain from voting. Will honest men 
preach honesty and commit a crime that 
would forever disgrace them in their 
own esteem if not detected, for it is none 
the less a crime though undiscovered. It 
is not too much to hope that even “an- 
arcbists" and dishonest debt payers are 
above such crmíinal conduct. A little 
detective service and some arrests 
might prove a wholesome correction 
at the comimg election, provided 
any should be rash enough to 
violate the law. Free institutions may 
survive rebellion and revolution, they 
many survive anarchy and mob rule, 
they may eurvive even violent rape of 
the ballot box but they cannot surviye 
the insiduous corruption and debauchery 
of manbood-suffrage by bribery. A 
bribe is twice cur-ed it; cursea him who 
gives and him who takes, and makes 
two criminals with one act. e

“I sheltered President Diaz of Mexico 
f? .¢ years &go, when be wes n refagee 
from his own land,” tai Captain J. G. 
Tocker, United States consu! t» Mar 
tiniqus, at the Bbbitt. 

“He had becn ut the head of a revolu- 
tionaty moveinent that had failed and 
escaped actress the Rio Grande to 
Brownsville. Ijuvited him to my house, 
and he was my guest fcr about four 
months. During tliat time he impressed 
me asa mau of exíraordinazy ability 
and force of character, and between us 
there sprang up a fraternal attachment. 
Diaz thought th:t Le. could rely on 
frierda in Browusvillo to furnish hin 
mcans wheroby he could renew the fight 
ou the national forces, but whcn the 
time came they did not n:ake good their 
promises. 

**One evening on going home I found 
him pacing tbe hallway with restless 
stride and evidently in avery ccitated 
frame of mind. [asked what the troable 
was, and he answered: ‘1 am in the 
most desperate situation, witbout a dol- 
lar oraíriend in the werld.

"It is delightful to wake up in. the 
morning not knowing what the day 
may bring forth or where you will sleep 
that night. Why, it seems to be the 
only life worth living. 

“Yes, I Co have some amusing expe- 
riences. One is bonnd to encounter such 
things when constautly traveling, and 
especially in my line of business. Do I 
find my sex a disadvantage? On the 
contrary. The deulcrs often tell me that 
they will give me an order whether 
they nced the goods or not simply for 
the novelty «f dealing with a giri drum- 
mer. Evcrybody is nice to me, but of 
course one lias to be cn one's dignity. 

"The mcst amusing incidents of all 
are the end avors of my coworkers to 
give me sage advice, '' and Miss Byrne's 
blue eyes twinkled in a way that hint- 
ed of her ubility to give the rest of the 
fraternity n few pointers if she chose. 

''You buvo n splendid country out 
here—a fine field for trade,'' she con- 
tinued. ''I represent a New York house 
that deals in women's ready made 
gowns, nnd I have had just the best of 
luck here. My friends were horrified 
when I started ont as a drummer, but it 
is the coming business for women, and 
I'm going to stay with it. No, I don't 
call myself a new woman at all.

One of the greatest cf America’a wom- 
an orators is Mrs. Zorelda Wallace, the 
stepmother of General Lew Wallace 
and the origins] cof one of tbe most 
beautiful v racters in ‘‘Ben-Hur.’’ 

Mra W:llace has been a temperance 
worker a.d a woman suffragist for 
many year& She thns relates the cir- 
cumstanoes of ber conversion to the cause 
of woman's rights: 

After I had been in religious reform 
work for a little while I took up the 
cause of woman suffrage. It happened 
this way: A number of rs women went 
to Indianapolis to work for the reten- 
tion of the Baxter local option law 
when the question of its repeal was up 
before the Indiana legislature During 
the vote cn the question a Dr. Thomp- 
son, an cldcr in the Presbyterian church 
and a member of the senate, rose in hig 
placa to explain his vote. He said that 
although personally opposed to the liq- 
uor traffic he must, as the representa- 
tive of his constituency and the taxpay-: 
crs, cast his ballot in favor of the repeal 
cf the local option law. 

Then I thought to myself, Who com- 
pose his constituency and the taxpayers 
whom he represents? I was then a wid- 
ow with six little children, and I had 
my taxes to pay, and we all had to obey 
the lawa A light broke over me, and I 
came to the conclusion that I was a part 
of that constituency of which the sena- 
tor spoke, and so was every other wom- 
an in the district. After the session I 
went up to Senator Thompson, and, 
shaking hands with him, thanked him 
for that speech and told him that his 
speech had made a woman suffragist of 
me.—New York Mai! and Express.

Hegave all 
Mortou's arguments against the infla- 
tiou of the currency and in favor of the 
rcsumption of specie payments; he re- 
cited all the statements concerning the 
outrages in the south; he repeated all of 
the personal reminisceuces of his exper- 
ienccs as governor of Indiana during 
the war, which tbe senator was accus- 
tomed to werk in until the latter waa 
almost paralyzed with chagrin and 
nmazement, und finally, when ‘he reach- 
ed a point in the discussion of the finan- 
cial problem where Morton was accus- 
Lomed to coii pare a Pompeiian gold coin 
with a Unitcd States - greenback, hé 
turned to the astonished victim of this 
practical joke and said in an undertone, 
“Let's have that coin." The senator 
hanced it over without a murmur, and, 
when Sheridsn bad recited the eloquent 
paioration wisich be always used at tha 
clese cf his speech and had taken his 
seat, Scuator Morton hobbled ever to the 
desk c: Lis two canes and said: . 

“Inm the victim of a practical joke. 
Realizing the gravity of the issues be- 
fore the American people, I came into 
this campuigu with a carefully prepared 
speech, which I have delivered in Mr. 
Sheridau’s hearing so often that he 
has committed it to memory, and ke haa 
delivered it bere tonight much better 
than ] could have delivered it. He also 
is in the habit of making ‘the same 
speech, and I have heard it many times, 
but I lack his memory and could not 
repeat it to save my life I will there- 
fore appeal to him not to punish you as 
ke has punished me, but to give us some 
of his stories. "'

sponded and spoke ha)f.an hour longer,

CHAPTER 191. 


AN AcT prohibiting the sale of spiritu- 
ous or fermented liquors in the sever- 
al counties of tlie State on the day of 
Election. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Maryland, That it shall 
not be lawful for the keeper of any ho- 
tel, tavern, store, drinking establish- 
ment or any other place where liquors 
are sold, or for any person or persons, 
directly or indirectly, to sell, barter, 
give or dispose of any spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors, ale, beer or intoxicating 
drinks of any kind, on the days of elec- 
tion hereafter to be held in the severa 
counties of the State.

TRAIN-WRECKING. - 


FOR k 


A Justice of the Peace on Trial for 
a Grave Offence, 


Snow Hill, Md., Oct. 28—The Circuit 
Court for Worcester county was occupied 
today in the trial of the case of the State 
against Peter Beauchamp, a justice of 
the peace in West Berlin, charged with 
wrecking a passenger train on the Balti- 
more, Chesapeake and Atlantic Railroad 
at Wigwam siding, near Berlin, on the 
night of the 31st of January last. The 
regular jury list was exhausted before 
the panel was complete and thírteen 
talesmen had to be summoned. Major 
W. Pilchard, of Stockton, is foreman. 
Wm, Barbaze, of Berlin, the engineer of 
the wrecked train, was the first witness 
for the state. He testifies that the switch 
at the place of the wreck was open, caos- 
ing tlie train to ran. at full speed into 
some flat cars standing on the siding. 
No lives were Jost, bot the engine was 
badly damaged. Conductor George B. 
Givans t stifies that an examination of 
the switch showed no bruises, but the 
lock was off and on !he ground. Tbe 
mechanism of the lock was apparently 
uninjared and a key worked as well 
as if new, but the basp had been twisted 
out of shap +, so it would not drop in the 
lock. There were only a few passengers 
on the train, and tbe defendant in the 
case was among them. He had boarded 
the train st Whal-yville and was on the 
rear coach at the time of the accident. 
Mr. A. J. Behjamin, superintendent of 
the road, testified to an examination of 
the switch and that no treces could be 
found ofthe lock having been forced, 
and tbat in his opinion the lock must 
have been opened with a key and then 
battered. The defendant had in his cus- 
tody a key to the switch. Mr. Benjamin 
admitted that two switch keys had been 
lost by employes of the company. Geo. 
I:obbins, colored, the principal witness 
for the state, testified that about a month 
before the accident tbe defendant ap- 
he 
wanted him (the @icness) to throw a 
switch for bim and that he vould pay 
to un- 
dertake tne job; that then the defend-

The alleged motive of the wreck was 
revenge both against the railroad com- 
pany and the engincer of the wrecked 
train,

ments on the night of the accident, giv- 
ing the various places at which he stop- 
ped and the names cf the perrons he 
The object was to show that it 
would Lave been impossible for him to 
haye been at the switch, and further, 
that at that time the key to the switch 


was locked up at home in custody of his | 


wife. A session was held tonight. The 
case will probably be concluded tomor- 
row.
